Speech at Cambridge City, Urges 


Factionalism be Tabooed. 


HIS POPULARITY NOT ON WANE 


Former Congressman Cheered and 


Applauded— Declared Democratic 


House Incompetent. 


Jam es E. Watson sounded the k ey­ 
note for Sixth district Republicans in 
his brief speech before the convention 
in Cambridge City yesterday after­ 
noon. 
He vehemently urged a mili­ 
tant Republicanism, the burying of 
the hatchet, the tabooing « of all fac­ 
tionalism and 
dissension 
and the 
united effort of the rank and tile of 
the party for the success of the can­ 
didates which are chosen. 
Ile prais­ 
ed President T aft awd his adminis­ 
tration and devoted some (time to the 
tariff q uestion j 
the method used by 
the Republicans in handling the all 
im portant q uestion and the botched- 
up job which the Democratic house 
of (representatives have made of it. 
He alluded to Finly Gray’s part iii 
Congress several times during his 
talk . 
T hat Jam es E. \\ ait son’s popularity 
is not on the wane by any means was 
evidenced by the way his appearance 
on the floor of the convention was 
heralded. 
His figure in the doorway 
of the convention hall was the signal 
for applause. When lie was 
su g g est­ 
ed for 
permanent 
chairman 
wild 
cheers for “Watson, Watson*’ 
went 
up and the applause was deafening. 
A fter he had tak en a seat on the plat­ 
form many of his a dm hers continued 
to shout his name and there were oc­ 
casional outbursts of applause. 
He 
was applauded 
often 
during his 
speech and lie was interrupted at 
limes by the crying, of his name, the

Republican 
congress 
passed 
such 
a law mak ing it mandatory to 
publish campaign expenses after each 
election, he said, and the Democratic 
I iou se passed a similar law providing 
the expenses be published before the 
election. 
Ile said Joe Cannon intro­ 
duced an amendment providing 
the

wail went up from the Democrats. 
The amendment was defeated in the 
house birt tack ed on iii the senate and

would interfere with the work of that 
party in the southern States.

cation edict is issued. Premier Yuan 
Shih Kai is continuing to bring Chi­ 
nese troops into the city , and there 
are now’ 11,000 of them in the capital. 
The general belief is that the publica­ 
tion of this edict would cause the Man- 
chu troops to rebel, and that they 
might attempt a massacre of the Chi­ 
nese here. 
They hav e threatened 
right along to prev ent the imperial 
clan from leav ing if 
an abdication 
edict was published, and this is re­ 
garded as one of the reasons why the 
edict has not been issued.

This Pro v ides Fo r the Creatio n o f a 
Bureau in Co nnectio n With Depart­ 
ment 
o f 
Co mmerce 
and 
Labo r, 
Who se Purpo se Shall Be the Inv esti­ 
g atio n o f Affairs Hav ing to Do With 
the Betterment o f Child Life. 


W ash ington, Feb. 1.—By a v ote o f 
54 to 20, th e bill introdu ced by Sen­ 
ator Borah o f Idah o, prov iding for th e 
establish m ent of a ch ildren's bu reau 
In th e departm ent of commerce and 
labor was passed by th e senate. 
Th e 
bill was ch anged in one im portant par­ 
ticu lar. 
Th is was an amendm ent by 
Senator Cu lberson of Tex as, prov iding 
th at th e agents of th e bu reau sh all not 
enter any h ou se “u sed ex clu siv ely as 
a residence” ov er th e objection of th e 
h ead of th e family . 
Th e bill prov ides for th e appoint­ 
m ent by th e president su bject to th e 
senate’s confirmation of a ch ief wh o 
sh all be in ch arge of th e ch ildren’s 
bu reau at a salary of $3^000 per y ear. 
Prov ision is also made for an assist­ 
ant ch ief and su ch clerks as may be 
necessary to carry on th e work. 
Th e 
total appropriation amou nts to a little 
more th an $25,000 per annu m. 
Th e 
bu reau sh all inv estigate and report on 
all m atters pertaining to th e welfare 
of ch ildren and ch ild life and sh all es­ 
pecially inv estigate th e qu estion of in­ 
fant mortality , th e birth rate, ju v enile 
cou rts, desertion, dangerou s occu pa­ 
tions, accidents and diseases of ch il­ 
dren, especially legislation regarding 
ch ildren in th e sev eral states and ter­ 
ritories. 
Th e bill as originally proposed, pro­ 
v ided th at th e bu reau m igh t from time 
to time pu blish th e resu lts of its in­ 
v estigations. 
Th e senate adopted an 
amendment by Senator Pomerne of 
Oh io, prov iding th at details of th e in­ 
v estigation sh all not be pu blish ed in 
th ese reports. 
Th e passage of th e bill marked^th e 
conclu sion of a spirited debate ex tend­ 
ing ov er th ree day s, th e opposition be­ 
ing based ch iefly on constitu tional 
grou nds.

if the sky is overcast all day and it 
sees n o shadow.

six weeks, at least, of warmer weath­ 
er than the season average is indi­ 
cated.”

All my life I hav e been a so rt o f 
do mestic pio neer, cutting cro ss lo ts 
o f traditio n r.nd usage, so metimes it 
must be co nfessed, to my o wn lo ss, 
and tro uble, o ther times with the 
happy result o f finding o ut new and 
easier way s. 
So after a mo nth o f pa- 
per-bag co o king I asked my self if I 
had so unded its who le po ssibilities? 
There was no definite answer po s­ 
sible—so I to o k co unsel with my self. 
All abo ut me I knew there were 
fo lk, singly o r in pairs, who liked ho t 
fo o d, fresh, y et hated left-o v ers, who 
had further great need to watch the 
pennies.

fo r 
them either to heat a who le big o v en 
to co o k a scrap o f dinner, o r co o k an 
o v enful rather than waste heat. Fur­ 
ther, there were o v enless fo lk—tho se 
with kitchenettes o nly , o r po rtable 
two ring stov es, put in co mmissio n 
at need, then whisked o ut o f sight. 
Co uld paper bag co o king be made use­ 
ful to them? I was go ing to find o ut 
— 
in their behalf, and no less my o wn. 
So, upon a Saturday afternoon, I 
set myself to see if I could solv e the 
problem without sin against either 
ease or economy. 
Looking through my pot closet, I 
found a cast iron skillet, not ov er big, 
nor small, and about three inches 
deep.

Judgment Secured by a Mo to rman Fo r 
Injuries Receiv ed in a Wreck Due 
to No Fault of His Own Is Set Aside 
as Net Being a Pro per Co mmo n Law 
Liability 
Against 
the 
Employ ing 
Co mpany . 


Indianapolis, Feb. 1.—For granting 
Joseph E. Matthews of Indianapolis a 
judgment for $7,750 damages against 
the Indianapolis Traction and Termi­ 
nal company, the supreme court has 
rev ersed the Hamilton circuit court. 
Matthews was employed as a motor­ 
man on the W est W ashington street 
car line and on the morning of Ngv 7, 
19 08 , ran into an interurban car which 
had been mov ed out of the shops cn 
the W est W ashington street tracks. 
It was a foggy morning and the 
streetcar was so close upon the inter­ 
urban when seen that a collision could 
not be av oided and the interurban car 
being the higher, cut ov er the floor 
line of the streetcar and caught the 
motorman and sev erely Injured him. 
As the case would hav e been hard 
to bring within any of the existing 
statutes regarding the dutieSj of mas­ 
ters to serv ants, suit was brought on 
the common law liability and the lower 
court held the complaint good and the 
action well founded. 
The supreme court holds that the 
trial court erred In holding the com­ 
plaint good at common law for the rea­ 
son that it does not allege the v io’a- 
tio ns of the duties of the m aster, but 
shows that the injury was the result 
of the failure of a fellow-serv ant to 
perform his duties. 
In regard to the 
common law liability the court says: 
“W hile an employer is bound to ex­ 
ercise ordinary care to furnish a safe 
place to work and to exercise ordinary 
care to keep it in th at condition, he is 
not liable to his employe for the neg­ 
ligence of his co-employes in respect 
to the details of the work, nor is he 
bound to protect his employes against 
the mere transitory perils that the ex­ 
ecution of the work occasions, nor is 
he liable merely because a fellow-em- 
ploye negligently handles or uses ap­ 
pliances or tools or negligently fails to 
use the same or negligently operates 
machinery or a car or cars in such a 
way as to occasion injury to other em­ 
ployes.” 
The court also holds that the com­ 
plaint fails to show' that M atthews did 
not assume the risk of the accident 
as it is set out in the complaint.

URGENT PLEA 


Made Fo r the Pro per Care o f Insane . 
Perso ns in Co unty Charge. 
'Indianapolis, Feb. 1.—In a state­ 
m ent issued from the board of state 
charities a plea is made for the re­ 
lease of insane persons from county 
jails and for their confinement in state 
hospitals for the insane as rapidly as 
room can be prov ided. T hat many per­ 
sons held in close confinement in the 
county asylum and there classed as 
dangerous would respond to the sci­ 
entific care they could receiv e in the 
state hospitals is the belief of the 
board. 
In the statem ent It is set out 
that the care giv en insane persons in 
a county asylum is too frequently no 
more than that of the “madhouse,” 
made notorious through literature and 
disclosures in the past, and the equip-! 
ment, it is said, is often no better. On 
Aug. 31, 19 11, there were about 300 
insane persons in this class of public 
institutions.

letter alleged to hav e been written by 
McGowan, who is the son of a well-

charges. 
Detectiv e 
Burns 
promised he would supply ev idence 
through other witnesses, his assist­ 
ants, 
who 
went 
to Toronto 
and 
trapped” McGowan, that the Canadian 
admitted he had testified falsely. 
Burns and Judge Hanecy, Lorim er’s 
counsel, repeatedly clashed and once 
or twice it looked as if they would 
resort to blows. 
Both were rebuked 
by the committee. 
“ If you don’t stop this line 
o f ques­ 
tioning, I will,” Burns 
shouted to 
Chairman Dillingham, at the same 
time glaring at Lorim er’s lawyer. Sen­ 
ato r Luke Lea o f Tennessee accused 
Judge Hanecy of 
being unfair, and 
Hanecy resented it. 
Senator Fletcher 
hotly sided with the Lorim er attorney, 
and then Fletcher and Lea had a sharp 
controv ersy. 
McGowan got into the Lorim er case 
in a rem arkable way. 
One Burgess, 
a witness introduced by counsel for 
the Lorimer committee, testified that 
while trav eling on the Winnipeg flyer 
from Duluth to Virginia City, Minn., 
he heard C. F. Weihe, a brother-in-law 
of Edward Hines, 
the lumber m er­ 
chant, who has figured in the case as 
the man who is alleged to hav e raised 
$100,000 to “put Lorim er across.” boast 
that, he had contributed $10,000 to this 
fund. 
Burgess testified that among 
the other passengers on the train who 
heard the conv ersation was a youn 
Canadian, name unknown, who was 
journeying to Canada. 
I^ater the Lorim er people, realizing 
th at this testimony was perhaps v ital 
as tending to corroborate other state­ 
ments that the Hines fund of $100,000 
really had existed, sought out and pro­ 
duced this unidentified Canadian in 
the person of young McGowan. 
McGowan denied that the conv ersa­ 
tion in the smoking compartment of 
the W innipeg flyer to which Burgesa 
had testified, had occurred . Then the 
anti-Lorimer people started after Mc­ 
Gowan. First the counsel for the com­ 
m ittee hired the Burns agency, but 
results 
prov ing 
unsatisfactory,

whereupon the Chicago Tribune hired 
Burns and his sleuths to go to Can­ 
ada, which they did, and now claim to 
hav e secured admissions from McGow­ 
an thoroughly discrediting his testi­ 
mony.
